years before. 
A fter the m atter had been 
thor­ 
oughly threshed 
over 
and 
various 
opinions had been given by the village 
intellectuals, an old patriarch settled 
the question by declaring it was about 
one minute after 12 o’clock, that he 
could not be m istaken, for he had just 
sat down to dinner, and he rem em ber­ 
ed distinctly that the quake 
shook 
the peas off his knife. 
As pot liquor and corn bread are

from the religious 
sect 
known 
as 
“Dunkens”, which originated in Ger­ 
many. and who believe in triple im­ 
mersion. 
If 1 should ever hear a negro say 
“dunked”, or a white man used 
to 
pot liquor and com bread, 1 wouldn’t 
have known what 
he 
meant, 
and 
neither would they until the 
word 
suddenly appeared in our midst com­ 
ing seemingly from nowhere. 
It is not of pot 
liquor 
and 
corn 
bread, crumbled or 
dunked 
that 
I 
would w rite but of the pea, and 
its 
great value as food, especially 
when 
food is scarce. The poor people who 
h a w had cowpeas this year realize as 
never before what a stay and com­ 
fort they are when stomachs are emp­ 
ty and crying for food. 
The other day a friend of mine liv­ 
ing not very far from Memphis wrote 
me that an old darky 
overheard 
a 
conversation about certain 
diseases 
that followed undernourishment, and 
broke in by saying: 
“I sho am gwin 
to have whatever cowpeas gives you”, 
explaining that this had been his reg­ 
ular diet for some time, summer and 
winter. 
It might have gotten tire­ 
some, but it wras a good diet so far as 
sustaining life is concerned and ward­ 
ing off the wraith of famine. 
In ad ­ 
dition, cowpeas are very easily grown. 
Once the ground is prepared and the 
£eed planted they need no further cul­ 
tivation, and will give more return for 
the time and expense employed thar. 
any food crop that can be grown. 
My friend wrote me 
th at 
in 
his 
neighborhood, cowpeas 
have 
saved 
many people from the pangs of hun­ 
ger, and they have come to be regard­ 
ed as the poor m an’s stay in time of 
distress. 
1 repeat what has so often 
been 
written in this column, that the rais­ 
ing of food must come first in 
the 
farm er’s program , and there 
is 
no 
food that can be so easily grown 
as 
the cowpea, and none that will keep 
so well. 
Cowpeas stand the drouth better 
than any other 
crop. 
Their 
roots 
strike deep into the earth to gather 
moisture. 
They not only are excel­ 
lent to eat, but they are first class 
soil builders, preventing erosion, and 
with the power to take nitrogen from 
the air and deposit it in the soil. 
There is also no better hay for cat­ 
tle than the pea vine affords, and no 
better foraging places for hogs than 
where a crop of peas has been grown. 
The man who farm s, and to whom 
the question of living has become 
a 
problem, should make up his mind to 
plant cowpeas this year, if 
only 
a 
small patch. 
He will find they 
will 
amply reward him.—Commercial Ap­ 
peal.

Urges Use of Fanning Mill 


It is the opinion of M. 
T. 
Munn, 
seed analyst at the New York Exper­ 
iment Station, that the fanning mill 
is still one of the most necessary tools 
on the farm. 
Samples of seed whea‘ 
taken in various parts of the 
State 
have been found to contain a wide va­ 
riety of weed seeds and disease sports, 
much of which could be removed by 
proper cleaning. 
Only a fourth of these samples ex­ 
amined had the weed content reduce I 
to anything like a satisfactory figure, 
states Mr. Munn, while only 10 per 
cent had been cleaned properly, 
for 
seeding purposes. The remainder were 
very poorly cleaned if at all. Stinking 
smut occurred in 80 per cent of the 
samples. 
Grain which is only thresher-run is 
not fit for the seeding and to plant it, 
is certain to result in weed-infested 
fields. This applies even more strong­ 
ly to clover seed. 
A good rule is to 
keep the fanning mill going if home 
grown or uncleaned 
seed 
is being 
used.

herd.

$8000 difference in feed cost for eac’u 


COW between the two herds, there was 
nearly $71 difference in the income 
above feed cost.

time of feeding and watering, amount 
fed, exposure and poor hand milking 
on the part of the owner of the

“dunked”, or a white man used 
to 
pot liquor and com bread, 1 wouldn’t 
have known what 
he 
meant, 
and 
neither would they until the 
word 
suddenly appeared in our midst com 
ing seemingly from nowhere. 
It is not of pot liquor and 
corn 
bread, crumbled or dunked 
that 
I 
would write but of the pea, and 
its 
great value as food, especially 
when 
food is scarce. The poor people who 
have had cowpeas this year realize a 
never before what a stay and com 
fort they are when stomachs are emp 
ty ami crying for food. 
The other day a friend of mine liv 
ing not very far from Memphis wrote 
me that an old darky 
overheard 
conversation about certain 
disease 
that followed undernourishment, and 
broke in by saying: 
“I sho am gwin 
to have whatever cowpeas gives you” 
explaining that this had been his reg 
ular diet for some time, summer and 
winter. 
It might have gotten tire 
some, but it was a good diet so far as 
sustaining life is concerned and ward 
ing off the wraith of famine. 
In ad 
dition, cowpeas are very easily grown 
Once the ground is prepared and the 
feed planted they need no further cul 
tiyation, and will give more return for 
the time and expense employed than 
any food crop that can be grown. 
My friend wrote me 
that 
in 
his 
neighborhood, cowpeas 
have 
saved 
many people from the pangs of hun 
ger, and they have come to be regard 
ed as the poor man’s stay in time of 
distress. 
1 repeat what has so often 
been 
written in this column, that the rais 
ing of food must come first in 
the 
fa rmer’s program, and there 
is 
no 
fond that can be so easily grown 
as 
the cowpea, and none that will keep 
so well. 
Cowpeas stand the drouth better 
than any other 
crop. 
Their 
roots 
strike deep into the earth to gather 
moisture. 
They not only are excel 
lent to eat, hut they are first class 
soil builders, preventing erosion, and 
with the power to take nitrogen from 
the air and deposit it in the soil. 
There is also no better hay for cat 
tie than the pea vine affords, and no 
better foraging places for hogs than 
where a crop of peas has been grown 
The man who farms, and to whom 
the question of living has become 
problem, should make up his mind to 
plant cowpeas this year, if 
only 
small patch. 
He will find they 
will 
amply reward him.—Commercial Ap 
peal.

Only a fourth of these samples ex­ 
amined had the weed content reduced 
to anything like a satisfactory figure, 
states Mr. Munn, while only 10 per 
cent had been cleaned properly,

seeding purposes. The remainder were 
very poorly cleaned if at all. Stinking 
smut occurred in 80 per cent of the 
samples. 
Grain which is only thresher-run is 
not fit for the seeding and to plant it, 
is certain to result in weed-infested 
fields. This applies even more strong­ 
ly to clover seed. 
A good rule is to
